1. Military Government Directive No. 19, "Establishment of Spe- 
cial Areas for Purpose of Com. 2vrcial Transactions on Okinawa Between 
Ryukyuans and Occupation Personnel", published and effective 6 Septem- 
ber 1949, amends Military Government Directive No. 38, dated 26 Octo- 
ber 1948, same title, and establishes and adds to certain areas as 
authorized places for legal tredite, 


2. Northern Ryukyus Military Government Directive No. 1949-9, 
"Issuance of Licenses to Explosive Handlers", published and effective 
30 August 1949, provides for compliance with Special Proclamation 
No. 32, "Codified Penal Law ard fiocedure" (paragraph 2, chapter 2, 
section 5) in providing for the issuance of licenses to native explosive 
handlers in Northern Ryukyus. 


3, Military Government Order No. 2, "Operation of Subsistence 
Program", published 15 September 1949 and effective 1 October 1949, 
establishes a Standing Operating Procedure in the maintenance of 
seven (7) district warehouses and the Chinen Military Compound Ware- 
house in the operation of the subsistence program, 


Lh. Price Order List No. 2, published 23 September 1949 and ef- 
fective 1 October 191,9,- cancels and supersedes Military Government 
Directive No, 13, dated 28 February 1949, and all other previously 
issued price lists, and establishes new wholesale and retail yen prices, 


POLITICS 
5. At a mecting of the Mura mayors on 22 September at Naha a dis- 


cussion was held on procedure for making petitions to the Military Go- 
vernmment. It was decided that:

ae Problems will be discussed by local mayors. 


b. A board of officials of the Mayors' Association and 
Directors of the Okinawan Civilian Administration will 
be consulted, 


¢. The Directors of the Okinawan Civilian Administration 
will discuss the petition with the Chiji, if approved 
it will be forwarded to Military Government. 


d. The decision of Military Government will be delivered 
to the Chiji, who will-inform the mayors through the 
Administration Section, Okinawan Civilian Administration. 


At the September session of the Okinawan Assembly the distinc- 
tion between the local and central government taxes was discussed. No 
conclusions were announced. 


Arrangements for petitions in the Southern Ryukyus are 
substantially similar. The advisory councils of the Chijis are composed 
of the mayors of the muras. 


No dssembly had been formed for Northern Ryukyus in September 
1949.

32. In the Northern Ryukyus in August there were 6,271 telegrams 
dispatched locally, 1,622 were dispatched to Japan and 1,654 were re- 
ceived from Japan.

11, In August no epidemic diseases appeared in animals or pcultry 
in the Southern Ryukyus. There were no epidemic ciseases in cattle, 
horses or poultry on Okinawa or in the Northern Ryukyus in August. On 
Okirawa in August 77 cascs of swine erysipelas caused 3@ deaths, 15 cases 
of swine plague caused 15 deaths and 15 cases of lumber paralysis in 
goats caused 7 deatns, In the Northern Ryukyus in August 37 cases cf 
swine erysipelas caused 13 deaths. There were 18 cases cf lumbar 
paralysis in goats with no deaths. 


During August on Okinawa 17 pounds cf beef, 553 pounds of pork 
and 4 pounds of gcat meat were condemned. There was no meat ecndemned 
in the Northern Ryukyus in Atgust. In the Southern Ryukyus 490 pounds 
of pork were condemned in August. 


12. In September 22,690 Okinawans received ncn-institutional relief 
aid. New regulaticns regarding eligibility for relief were written, and 
a system of selecting the neediest 60 percent cf the applicants and re- 
cipients cf relief was instituted as a eccntrol measure.

15. LARA shipped:in 48 gor ts ucssing a total of 2,100 goats re- 
ceived. LARA supplied 52,164 pounds of fond, soap and clothing for 
distribution to institutions, hospitals and people on relief. Extra 
distribution of clothing was made to 1,433 people to replace clothing 
lost in the typhoon, 


16. A total of 828 persons received institutional relief in the 
Ryukyus in September.

2. Information conferences by the Public Information Department, 
Okinawan Civilian Administration, were held in 4 Okinawan mures during 
September. A public opinion survey was conducted by the Public Infor- 
mation Office, Okinawen Civilian Administration throughout $8 muras in 
August to determine religion beliefs on Okinawa. (See RELIGICN - page 


45). 


3. On Okinawa in September 2 tri-weekly newspaper, 1 weexly news- 
peper and 1 weekly children's edition reported a combined montaly cir- 
culation of 324,000. Eight magazines are published monthly with circu- 
lations ranging from 1,000 to *,000. 


The Northern hyukyus reported 2 daily newspavers and 2 weekly 
editions with a combined monthly circulation of 106,400. Seven maga- 
zines are published. Circulation figures are unknown, 


In Yaeyama, Southern Ryukyus, there are 8 newspapers, weekly 
and tri-weekly, with a combined monthly circulation of 57,920. One 
monthly magazine has a circulation of 500. 


Miyako, Southern Ryukjus, has 6 newspapers, weekly and tri-

8. In the Northern Ryukyus during September 3 high schools were 
repaired.

12. The first 2 Ryukyuans (men) tc receive college scholarships 
left on 27 September fcr the United States.

13. A total of 122 students were graduated from American language 
schools on Okinawa in September anc were awarded interpreter and trans- 
lator certificates. 


14. On Miyako, Southern Prukyus, summer lecture courses fcr teach- 
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ers of elementary end junicr high schools were held from 1 August to 
6 August.

15. Supplies received on Okinawe in September were: 41 cases 
carbon paper, 86 rcells of 33" by 35" newsprint, 15 recrrd players, 
234 cases ruled memo pads, 151i crates blackboards, 620 cases plain 
memo pads, 17 cases ruiers, 7 drums peint, 122 cases bleck slating, 
4,000 cans dupliceting ink and 180 bags cement.

Films 
shown included world news, science, American cities, sports and health 
subjects.

There were 5,372 beoks and 2,036 magazines read in Sept- 
ember. On Miyako, Southern Ryukyus, the library reported 705 readers. 


CULTURE 
21. Twe large festivals were ccnducted during September pattern= 
ed after the aid-style American Chautauqua. The first program was 


ecnducted on 17 and 1€ September et Itoman, a populous fishing port 
in Scuthwestern Okinawa. The seccnd Chautauqua was presented on 20,

21 and 22 September in the isoleted farming and fishing community of 
Hentona near the Northern end cf Okinawe, The programs consisted of 
panel displsys featuring pictures on Amcrican life received from the 
New York Field Office, licorientation Branch; speeches by Military 
Government and Okinawan Civilian Administration officials; CI&E films; 
exhibits of native hendicrafts; livestrck ccntests; and entertainment 
previded by the local tcwnspecple including plays, music, dances, 
vaudeville and athletic events. Attendrnce at the Itoman Chautsuqua 

wos estimeted at 20,000 while uticnaance at Hentcna totaled an estimated 
17,000. 


22. In Naze, Northern Ryukyus, 11 perfcrmances were given by 2 
theatrical groups. 


23. On Miyako, Southern Ryukyus, the Haneji movie was suspended 
due tec lack cf films. A cultural lecture was held at the Gusukube 
Primary School. Yaevama, Scuthern Ryulryus, reported 5 CIG&E films 
shcwn, 1 public mceting held and dance teams and theater troupes gave 
22 performances. 


RELIGION 


24. On Okinawa in September there were appreximately 1,200 
Catholics, 1,3CO Protestents and 12,000 Buddhists. 


In the Southern Ryvkyus there were 3@,730 Buddhists, 5,500 
Shintoists, 2,000 Cathclics and 2,100 Protestants. 


A survey of religious beliefs wes conducted in 8 Okinawa 
muras during the pericd 15 Aucrst te 7 September by the Public Infor- 
mation Department, Okinawan Civilian Administration, with the fcllow- 
ing results:
